Philadelphia. April 1.—A terrific 


riot of unemployed occurred today 
about the site of Hammerstein's new 
opera house 
Several thousand mon 


fought desperately in the streets un- 
til repealed polic^ charges scattered 
them. . Many wore more or less srr- 
lously hurt. 
Police wore cornppllcd 


to remain on guard to prevent a fresh 
ontbrrafr. 


Contractors on Iho opera house had 


Odv<»r*3sed for men and about 3000 
had gathered, negroes making up the 
greater part of the throng. 
While 


the crowd was awaiting the contrac- 
tors' orders, a party of about 100 It- 
alians advanced also in search of 
work. Those first on the ground 
fearing the new arrivals would se- 
cure many of the vacant places, quar- 
relling began and the entire mob 
soon engaged in a desperate 
fight. 


Several riot calls were turned in and 
a number of patrol wagon-loads of 
policemen were rushed to the scene. 
At first they could make no impres- 
sion on the crowd, but finally scat- 
tered them by repeated charges with 
drawn clubs.

A SENSATIONAL FIGHT 


Blood Drawn On Senator 


Jeff Davis in Little 
Rock Street Fight 


Claims Attempt was Made by 


Prosecutor T. £. Helm to 


Kill Him. 


Little Rock, Ark, Apiil 1—United 


States Senator Jeff Davis was today 
fined $25 on the charge of disturbing 
the peace, because he hunted Deputy 
r'rosecu'ting Attorney Helm with a 
big revolver after Helm had beaten 
Davis with his own cane. Davis tes- 
tified that the attack was a cowardly 
attempt to assassinate him and 
.he 


had a righ£ to shoot. 


Little Rock, Ark., April 1—Senator 


Jeff Davis and T. E. Helm, deputy 
prosecuting attorney of this district, 
were the principals in a sensational 
street fight Tuesday afternoon. 
Sen- 


ator Davis was walking up W«st Sec- 
ond street and had turned the corner 
near Louisiana to go to his office in 
the Reigler building when he encoun- 
tered Mr. Helm. Tne 
latter 
says 


that when he met Da/vis in crossing 
the street, the senator made an in- 
sulting personal remark to him, and 
be resented it with a blow with his 
fist. Helm says that he thinks he 
merely struck him fewice with his fist, 
but does not know whetiber-he-etruck 
him or not with'the cane which ihA 
senator dropped in the fight. Davis 
ran toward his office and Helm fol- 
lowed him about haM way, but could 
not overtake him. Helm then went 
to his ofiice in the 
Southern Trust 


building, carrying the senator's cane. 


Davis went to his office and in a 


few moments emerged with a big pis- 
tol which he flourished wildly in the 
air He went to the 
corner of the 


People's bank, where 
he flourished 


the weapon, gesticulated and was 
heard to declare that he would like 
"to get a shot at 'him." 


Mr. Helm refused to make any for- 


mal statement, but said he met Sena- 
tor Davis on Louisiana street, and 
after a word or two had been passed, 
he struck Senator Davis with his fist. 


"Senator Davis then turned 
and 


ran," said Mr. Helm, when telling of 
the affair to some of his friends, "and 
I followed, picking np the cane. I 
don'-t think that I hit him with it, but 
I know I struck him twice with my 
Bst. 
I will send the cane back, I 


guess, but I don't know yet what 1 
will do further in the matter. I don't 
know anything of his getting a gun 
•and did not run away from him." 


The cane captured by Mr. Helm is 


the gold-headed stick which was pre- 
sented to the senator by adroirins 
friends of Springdale on the first day 
of January, 1905. 


Senator Davis' head and face were 


covered with Wood, but he was ablo 
to return to his office after his injur- 
ies hart been dressed by Dr. Runyan. 
Mr. Helm did not receive a blow. 


The trouble was caused by Senator 


Davis denouncing Mr. Helm on every 
stump during the recent campaign. 
He charged Mr. Helm with being the 
beneficiary of several robberies com- 


mltted in this city and said Mr. Helm 
and Prosecuting Attorney Rhoton as 
sl&ted the criminals in making theh 
escape. 


Both men will be given a hearing 


in police court this afternoon. 


Senator Davis gave out the follow- 


ing statement: 


"To My Friends Throughout Ar- 


kansas— There was a cold-blooded 
cowardly attempt to assassinate me 
today by the prosecuting attorney's 
office ol this county. I left my office 
at 11 45 a. m , and wont to Al Co- 
hen's gents' lurnlshing goods' store. 
Coming back 1 crossed to the cigur 
stand at Thalheimer Bros, on Second 
street. 
I noticed Tom Helm stand- 


ing there talking 
to a gentleman 


\vhoni I did not know. I passed al- 
racte.t by them when Helm struck me 
with a loaded 'bat' near the tempi© 
dazing me and causing toe to drop 
my walking cane, which rolled about 
ten feet down the street. He struol: 
me a socond lick which knocked off 
mj hat but did ro>t injure me. I went 
to my office i i the Reigle building 
and got my navy six, and leturning J 
taw Helm running like a coward, 
with my stick In his band, near 
the 


Southern Trust building. 


"Tiiis va$ a cawarfiJ} unprovoked 


effort at assassination, instigated no 
dou<bt, by his boss, Rhoton, T was not 
seriously hurt, bu,t it was &o fault of 
Helm's, as he used 
a loaded 'bat 


covered \Mth leather, 
eight inches 


long, 
a large loaded end and a 


strap over his wrist. It is stated on 
the street thai Helm took Jtrom me 
my cane and flit me wjth it. This is 
an unmitigated Ue. WTien I got back 
with my gun I saw him running to- 
wards his office with m> cane in 'his 
hand. 


"Thid is the first time that the 


grafters and boodlers have had a vic- 
tory, and they are so intoxicated wit, 
their success that they would com- 
mit murder if necessary to perpetu- 
ate their reign. They dread Jeff Da- 
vis before the people and therefore 
they would kill Mm.

After Snatching Purse— Alights 


On His Head 


Attempts to Rob Two Men on Newark Bound 


Car—Locked Dp and Bound Over 


To Grand Jury. 


W. A. Garrett, a pickpocket 
and 


purse snateher, 
narrowly 
escaped 


death, about 8:10 o'clock Tuesday eve- 
ning, when after stiatching the purse 
ol O. .1. Roberts of Philo, he attempted 
to jump from a rapidly moving inter- 
unban car coming ironi Zanesville to 
this city. He landed upon his head 
on. the bricks ot East Main street, and 
laid there until carried in Bowers & 
MeOament's ambulance to the city 
prison where he was 'locked u>p and a 
charge of pocketpicking was placed 
against him. 


iG-arrett and 
two of 
Iris intended 


victims, 0. J. 'Roberts and Robert M. 
Calland of Olatha, -Kansas, boarded 
the car at Second street in Zanesville 
after .Garrett toad struck up a casual 
conversation with Mr. Calland, who is 
sheriff of Johnson- county, in Kansas. 
He asked Mr. Calland if he wasn't a 
horse man, and. received a reply that 
the sheriff had dealt in. torses, lie 
remarked that he -was a 'horseman and 
driven horses in Joplin and Carthage, 
Missouri, and Galena, Kansas. 


He asked' his new made acquaint- 


ance to have a'-drink, but receiving a 
reply that the car was about to start 
he said: "It's a long way to ColunrbW 
and I'll get a toll pint." Taen he left 
Mr. Calland, but was hack almost im- 
mediately and to that gentleman's way 
of thinking wasn't gone long enough, 
to touy the liquor. After they board- 
ed car Garrett made several passes to 
reach into the other man's pocket, 
who after giving Mm a warning left 
him. 


Then Garrett turned his attention 


to Orrin J., Roberts of. Philo, a farm- 
er, who .was on. his way to Newark 
to take a job on the farm of his aunt, 
Mrs. John Hartman, west of Newark. 
Garrett managed to get quite friendly 
with tine young man, and invited 'him 
to have a drink. His offer was accept- 
ed, and then the stranger made Ro- 
berts the proposition that they go to 
Columbus. 'Roberts declined, saying 
that he had no money and turned his 
pockets inside out to bear out his 
statement. 


•After the car reached (Newark and 


just before the Cedar street stop, Gar- 
rett reached into the side .pocket of 
Robert's overcoat, grabbed his purse 
and made a wild dash for the rear of 
the car. Roberts immediately realiz- 
ing what happened, started in pursuit, 
and just as Garrett was about to leave 
the car, which .had "then started again, 
and according to the motor-man the 
controller "hit the post," or in other 
words the car was going at almost 
full speed.

His card in this order expired how- 
ever, in August, 1907. It was issued 
from No. 225 of Pittsburg. The half 
pint bottle fhat he had on the car 
was not to be found however. 


He .was brought out before Mayor 


Atherton and after the witnesses, 
Mr. Roberts, Mr. Calland, Conductor 
Weaver and F. J. Moore, who testi- 
fied that the conductor made a report 
of the pocketpicking when he reported 
upon his 
arrival, Garrett pleaded 


not guilty to the charge, and said 
that after -he left Zanesville he knew 
nothing that happened. He wept bit- 
terly when he pleaded for himself and 
asked the mayor to dismiss the case 
if Roberts would withdraw his charge. 
His talk availed him nothing and he 
was bound over to the grand jury un- 
der a bond of $300. This he was un- 
able to furnish and was taken to the 
county jail.

"How 
dear to my heart are the scenes of 
my childhood. 
When t'orici recollections present them to 
view." 
The term hotel, when applied to our 
public houses, Is of very recent date. In 
early times they were called taverns. 1 
doubt very much If we have gained very 
much by the change. 
, 
The old word inspired me as being 
much more euphoneous as well as more 
expressive. These taverns, as they were 
then called, played a most important 
part in the early history of our city. 
They are landmarks which have become 
BO interwoven, as It were, in our city's 
early history that they have 
become 
Indelible. 
The genuine hospitality then 
extended to the public far exceeded the 
modern "red tape" so characteristic of 
the hotel of today. And we question very 
much whether after all we have not 
lost much of the genuine hospitality of 
arly days. My first recollections clus- 
,er around these public places and look- 
ng backward almost half a century, 
time has not effaced any of its original 
lustre. 
In recalling the early taverns of our 
city I will confine myself to a few of 
the more prominent ones, and will also 
i;allude inc|dentally, as it were, to some 
of the prominent characters of that per- 
iod. 
The old "Black 
Horse" 
tavern 
takes the lead. It stood on the corner 
of West Main and Second streets,where 
the Hibbert 
& Schaus building now 
stands. It -was at_ this famous old tav- 
ern that Bishop Chase 
stopped over 
night on his way to Gambler to found 
Kfnyon college, in 3832. He traveled in 
an elegant English coach which he had 
presented to him by an English noble- 
man while in London. As it was a grand 
affair it created no little excitement in 
our village at that time. The guests of 
the hotel all went out to inspect it, as it 
had a great deal of silver plate mount- 
ings, besides elegant upholstery. This 
story is related of him that one old 
gentleman who was giving the carriage 
a very close inspection, passed into the 
tavern and exclaimed in a loud tone, 
"The trappings of royalty!" 
Mr. Thomas Cully, grandfather of the 
late Mrs. H. D. Sprague of this city, 
was the landlord. 
I have a very faint recollection of it, 
and I recall the old hanging sign which 
occupied so conspicuous a place in front 
bearing upon it the head of a fine thor- 
oughbred 
horse. I remember how it 
would swing to and fro with the wind 
and how it would creak on its massive 
hinges. It was for many years the lead- 
ing tavern and the hospitable landlord 
drew around him a large public patron- 
age. 
The old "Green House,' as it was- then 
called, now the New Warden, corner of 
West Main and Second streets, was also 
a leading tavern for many years. The 
proprietor for some years was Hon. 
AVillard Warner, father of the late Hon. 
Willard Warner and Mrs. Willis Bobbins 
of this city. I remember of attendng 
school in the basement when quite a 
lad, 
Miss Caroline Carter ftemg TO« 
teacher. Col. Warner was an ideal land- 
lord and was very popular with the gen- 
eral public. Those were the days when 
the old stages ran 
on the National 
Pike, and I can hear the drivers blowing 
their horns as they entered our 
town 
with stages loaded with passengers who 
stopped at the old Green House. Many 
'and many a time" have t swung from tne 
strap on the- old Hoot, as~it was, called, 
and would frequently * ensconce myself 
within its huge leather sides., when we 
as hoys were playing hide and ?o seek 
around that old primitive tavern. 
The Old Ohio House, which stood where 
the Scott building now stands, corner 
Third 
and 
Church streets. 
"Honest 
John," as he was called, was proprietor. 
He was a brother of the late Mrs. T. J. 
iJavis of this city. It was a very pop- 
ular tavern and had its full share of ya- 
tronage. The proprietor had a good deal 
of the old Virginia hospitality about him 
and his guests" felt 
they were always 
welcome guests beneath his hospitable 
roof. He was a very large, portly man 
and withal, magnetic, witty and quick 
at repartee. The old stages used to stop 
here, and I on my way to and 
from 
school, would "amuse myself toy hiding 
in the big boot, as it was called, where 
the baggage was carried. 
The old "American," where the Doty 
now stands. Smith & Moody being pro- 
prietors, was also a popular" tavern. It 
was the headquarters for politicians in 
.early days. It was afterward changed to 
the Bingham. then the Holton and lastly 
the Doty. The old Chester tavern on 
Canal, on Fourth street, was considered 
a good place to build up a person who 
was in need of a good square meal. The 
proprietor was a very hospitable man. 
and always ready to do what he could 
to make his guests feel at home. This 
tavern also had a large swinging, sign in 
front, bearing the head of a 
giraff^. 
Many times have I admired it 
when 
passing from school or going down to 
the canal to havd d skate. There Was 
another tavern on the canal on South 
Fifth 
street. 
The proprietors 
were 
Messrs. Koos & Bear. Mr. Koos was 
the grandfather of our young 
fellow 
citizen, Mr. Eugene Koos. secretary of 
our lumber company. This anecdote is 
related that on one occasion~a couple of 
Germans who had been indulging some- 
what too freely in the 
flowing 
bowl 
were passing the tavern and being at- 
tracted by the immense sign 
in front 
bearing the names of the proprietors. 
Koos & Bear, their vision being some- 
what clouded, and seeing the names up- 
on the sign, one of them said to the oth- 
er. "Jake, less go in and have some 
cakes and - beer." I can't vouch for the 
truth of this gag. 
The McCnim House, 
which stood on Second street, opposite 
the present Auditorium building, was a 
popular place in the estimation of many. 
Mr. McCrum was the father of our late 
Councilman. Mr. George McCrum and 
Mr. James McCrum. The proprietor was 
a very genial, social old gentleman. I 
remember distinctly when the Sandusky, 
Mansfield and Newark railroad, as it 
•was then called, came down Second St. 
and the office stood on the corner where 
the Hibbert & Scliaus building now 
stands. I also rocal the first trip on 
this new road. The train went only as 
far as Vanattasbarg. The cars were 
plain open freight cars, and long bench- 
es were placed upon them for the 
ac- 
commodation of the passengers. The 
engine was cafllcd the "Little 
Rich- 
mond." single driver. t!ie engineer b<?ins; 
Mr. David Derrick. This was considered 
a jircat event in the history of our vil- 
lage.
